OBITUARY. 

ROBERT HENRY HARLAND. 

We regret to announce the death, on November 25, of Robert Henry Harland, 
F.I.C., of 37, Lombard Street, London, E.C. Mr. Harland was educated at the 
City of London School, in the laboratory of which he acquired his taste for practical 
chemistry and physics. He subsequently became a pupil of the late G. W. Wigner, 
one of the founders and one of the first honorary secretaries of the Society of Public 
Analysts, of which Society Mr. Harland was one of the original associates, and after¬ 
wards served on the Council. After having been for some years in Wigner’s labora¬ 
tory, he went out to take the chemical control of a sugar refinery in the East Indies, 
afterwards returning to England and entering into partnership with Wigner, whose 
practice he continued to carry on from the time of Wigner’s death, in 1884, until his 
own premature death, which occurred through heart failure under an anaesthetic 
administered for the purpose of a comparatively simple surgical operation. Either 
singly or in conjunction with Wigner he made several contributions to the earlier 
numbers of the Analyst, including papers on “ The Manufacture of Sugar from 
Maize,” “ The Manufacture of Sugar from the Sugar-Cane,” “The Action of Per¬ 
manganate on Potable Waters at Different Temperatures,” “The Composition of 
Commercial Samples of White Lead,” and “ The Composition of the Gases evolved 
in White Lead Stacks during the Corrosion of Metallic Lead.” He always continued 
the early interest he had acquired in food analysis, and at the time of his death 
was Public Analyst for the Metropolitan Boroughs of Deptford and Greenwich, 
although in recent years a good deal of his attention had been directed to questions 
relating to mining and metallurgy.
